The Nebraska Legislature appar­ 
ently will be asked to step ipto the 
Indian problem which has plagued 
Thurston County . 
Sen. Hal Bridenbaugh of Dakota 
City said he is drawing up a bill 
asking the state to appropriate 
money to tide the county ov er until 
help can be i%ceiv ed from the fed­ 
eral gov ernment. 
The state funds would go to pay 
the board bill at the county jail, 
Bridenbaugh said. There was no 
immediate indication of how much 
money would be needed for this 
purpose. 
Serious Dlfflrulty 
Bridenbaugh noted that since the 
federal gov ernment quit looking 
after the Indians, Thurston County 
has 
been 
in 
serious 
difficulty 
handling some of the Indians at 
the Winnebago and Omaha reser- 
v atidns. 
Indians make up about one-third 
of the county ’s population, he said, 
but they ccHitribute only about I 
pefj cent of the total tax rev enue. 
In addition, much of the land in 
the county is in the reserv ation 
and not on the tax rolls, he said. 
“ If the federal gov ernment is not 
going to do something about this 
problem, the state will hav e to as­ 
sume more responsibility ,” Brid­ 
enbaugh commented. 
Gov ernors Ask Help 
He said that efforts are being 
made by the gov ernors of South 
Dakota and Iowa, as well as Ne­ 
braska's Gov . Victor Anderson, to 
get more assistance from W’ash- 
ington in dealing with the Indians. 
Gov . Anderson made a plea for 
federal help during a recent trip to 
Washington. 
He said then that a 
plan was being considered under 
which 
the 
federal 
gov ernment 
would prov ide some help in po­ 
licing the reserv ation areas. 
Bridenbaugh said the law en­ 
forcement 
problem 
has 
grown 
bey ond the capabilities of local of­ 
ficials. If the State Safety Patrol 
did not help out now, the situation 
could get completely out of hand, 
he said.

House Veterans Affairs Committee 
rejected 
President 
Eisenhower’s

on GI home loans from the pres­ 
ent 4Vs per cent to 5 per cent. 
Mr. Eisenhower had asked for 
the increase to encourage mort­ 
gage tenders to take a greater part 
in the lagging GI home loan pro­ 
gram. 
The committee, in rejecting the 
request, insisted that v eterans get 
home loans at 
per cent less 
than other gov ernment - insured 
home mortgages. The interest rates 
on loans guaranteed by the Federal 
Housing Administration was boost­ 
ed from 4» 4 to 5 per cent late last 
y ear. 
The gov ernment cwild raise the 
interest rate on FHA-backed loans 
without 
going to Congress, but 
legislativ e action would be neces­ 
sary to boost the VA loan rate.

The Guard heretofore has re­ 
quired no ex tended activ e duty of 
its new enlistees. It has now said 
it would agree to six months duty 
for thc» e ov er ISVi and 11 weeks 
for y ounger recruits. 
Walsh’s often hotly -worded testi­ 
mony showed 
that Guard sup- 
pewters are still rankling ov er a 
remark by Secretary of IM ense 
Wilson that enlistment of some 
y oung men in the Guard during 
the Korean conflict had been a 
“ draft-dodging business.” 
“ No ev idence to support these 
reckless and Irresponsible state­ 
ments has been crffered and none 
can be,” Walsh said.

one federal agency reported. 
A representativ e of the Immigra­ 
tion and Naturalization Serv ice at 
Omaha said he knew of no such 
mov e. He added that some refu­ 
gees hav e been admitted to the 
state through “ relativ es and other 
interested parties.” 
Not Dtsplaring Locals 
He pointed out that refugees are 
not to be released to sponsors for 
the purpose of displacing local job­ 
holders. The Serv ice said it had 
not heard of any rumors that Hun­ 
garian labor would be brought to 
N e b r a s k a , the representativ e 
added. 
The Federal Bureau of Inv esti­ 
gation at Omaha also said it had 
heard no rumors in connection with 
refugee labor being brought into 


the state to replace local worker» 
and could giv e no clue as to the 
source of the rumors. 
Rumors in two cities that firms 
planned to hire refugees to dis­ 
place local workers were quickly 
scotched by spokesmen for the 
firms.

Grue­ 
some as they are, the pri^abiUty of an ex- 
ploid on is un d oubted ly lessen ed by the realira- 
tion that n obod y could win such a war. If an y

An in telligen t mother of several child ren 
who are con stan tly gettin g cold s an d fevers, 
sore throat, sore ears, an d large lymph n od es 
in the n eck asks how can she help them to 
avoid some of these man y in fection s that as­ 
sail them, especially in the win ­ 
ter. 1 am sorry to say 1 d o n ot 
kn ow how she can protect her 
child ren from all these in fec­ 
tion s. 
Probably most erf them are 
d ue to viruses, an d as yet we 
kn ow too little about how these 
extremely min ute particles get 
in to us. Most of them probably 
go through the air, an d we kn ow that d urin g 
an epid emic of polio a large percen tage of 
person s who have come an ywhere n ear a child 
ill with the d isease are carryin g the virus an d 
presumably can give It to someon e. 
To illustrate how hopeless it is to try to 
avoid the con tagion ; at the start of an epi­ 
d emic amon g the Eskimos in Labrad or, a cer­ 
tain Eskimo took his d og sled an d traveled 
for several d ays from his very lon ely cimp 
to a village on Hud son ’s Bay. He bought 
the food he n eed ed an d started back. Some 
d ays after he got home several child ren an d 
ad ults in the camp came d own with polio. 
No on e besid es the man who wen t in to town 
had oeen within 100 miles of them, an d the 
traveler felt perfectly well. An d here is what, 
to me. is most remarkable; he, who must have 
been carryin g the virus, got it from people 
in the village who were well when he was 
there. They d id n ot begin to come d own with 
polio un til several d ays after he had left. 
Evid en tly, then , a d ead ly virus obtain ed from 
an apparen tly well man can be carried by a 
well man to a child who then can come d own 
with a severe form of the d iseasa. We kn ow 
from the stories of the terrible epid emics of 
measles an d smallpox that wiped out most 
o f the n atives on certain South Sea lalan d a 
that the viruses of these d iseases must have 
remain ed in a commun icable form in the blood 
an d perhaps throats of sailors who had been 
at sea for mon ths I 


Sin ci man y viruati are probably all aroun d 
us for much of the time, 1 see Uttle hope 
o f our d od gin g them. Durin g an epid emic of 
some kin d , chiWren would be a little safer 
if con fin ed at home an d n ot sen t to achool 
tw 
allowed to go to public places. 
But here Is a d ifficulty. It can be bad to 
pul off too lon g the gettin g of on e’a child ren 's 
d iseases. At the start of World War I, our 
Army was plagued by epid emics of severe 
fcsrms of measles, mumps, sn d other chil­ 
d ren ’s d iseases that raised particular cain with 
the thousan d s of lad s from lon ely ran ches la 
the West. Because they had n ’t had their chil­ 
d ren ’s d iteaset in thd r chHd hood , they had 
a particularly rough time with them later. 
I believe it probable that the time la soon 
comin g when , with the skills learn ed d urin g 
the makin g of the Salk vaccin e, we will have 
other similar vaccin es with which to protect 
our child ren from cold s, in fluen zas, severe 
measles an d othera of the common d lseaaes 
of child hood . It is possible, also, that if later 
we fin d it safe, all of us-child ren an d ad ult* 
—who wish to avoid man y In fection s will take 
each d ay a tin y d ose erf some stron g artti- 
bk)Uc. Thii trick it workin g well for some 
an imals, such as little pigs. They stay healthier 
an d gain weight faster.

WASHINGTON — The Seawolf. secon d U.S. 
atomic submarin e, is shortly un d ergoin g a 
fateful test. 
This momen tous sea run will d etermin e 
whether the revolution ary craft's $30,000,000 
trouble-plagued n uclear power plan t can be 
salvaged or will have to be 
jun ked . 
Total cost of the Seawolf to 
d ate is approximately $63,000,000. 
It has a d ifferen t type reactor 
than the Nautilus. The first n u­ 
clear submarin e has a water- 
cooled reactor that has proved 
highly reliable an d efficien t. 
For d evelc^men t purposes, the 
Seawolf was equipped with a liquid sod ium 
coolin g reactor. This type is d esign ed to pro­ 
d uce more power, an d thus greater speed s, 
without in creasin g “fuel’’ (iission able mate­ 
rial) con sumption . 
But the liquid sod ium coolin g circuit has 
proved d an gerously “leaky,” with the result 
that the super-heatin g system has n<rf been 
c<Misisten tly usable at maximum capacity.

For this reason , the Seawolf bad to operate 
at red uced speed s d urin g its in itial sea trials. 
Navy authorities are d ubious about the out­ 
come of the fcMTthcoming test. 
They have told the House Apprc^riatioo» 
Committee the prospects are less than 50*50 
for effectively overcomin g the Setwolf’s “trou­ 
ble.” 
An other compellin g reason in d icated for the 
n ew test U lack of a substitute reactor to re­ 
place the Seawolfs faulty on e.

Heavily Populated 


Highest state budgets are those 
proposed in heavily populated II- 
hnois, New York and California. 
Illinois is expected to pass a 
budget calling for the staggering 
expenditure of 2 billion dollars for 
ia37*S9. Two years ago, the budget 
was a recoixl 1 billion, 736 milUon 
dollars. 
J One reason for the increase in 
Illinois’ bvklget and the budgets 
^of other states is the massive fed­ 
eral highway program. The bulk 
•f highway conittruction costs will 
be 
paid by the federal govern­ 
ment, but states must match part 
g the federal funds. 
In Illinois, a sales tax increase 
is expected to be enacted to pay 
part of the bill. 
In New York, Gov. Averell Har- 
nman has sent a record $1,617,- 
400,(MX) budget to the Legislature 
for the next biennium. Schools, in- 
HatHMi, and expanded state pro­ 
grams were cited as reasons for 
the increase from last year’s $!,• 
441,800,(KM) budget. 
Gov. Goodwin Knight attributes 
• record high $1,947,964,933 CaU- 
fornia budget proposal to the “ in­

.No Income, Sales Tax 
In New Hampshire, Gov. Lant 
Dwinell handed lawmakers a rec­ 
ord IK million dollar budget re­ 
quest. Dwinell has asked for re­ 
enactment of a $5 “ head ta x” on 
all residents between the ages of 
21 and 70 to help foot the bill. 
New Hampshire is one of the few 
states, like Nebraska, without eith­ 
er a sales tax or an income tax. 
The cost of government w‘Ould go 
up more than 120 million dollars 
in Oregon if a record state budget 
of $741,654,533 is approved.
